WASHINGTON, April 5 
upon the suggestion of 
that President Roosevelt February 
undertook to concerted action 
by the neutral powers for the purpose of 
inducing the belligerents in the Far East 
to respect the neutrality of China is for 
the first time officially in the 
advance sheets of Foreign Relations made 
public at the State Department to-day. 

It has been hinted for a long time that 
the German Emperor was the initiatory 
force in these important exchanges, but it 
has until now been impossible to obtain 
any official confirmation of the report. 

In the correspondence with Germany 
is included the paraphrase of a cable- 
gram addressed Secretary Hay to 
Ambassador Tower at Berlin on Feb. 5, 
1904, directing the Ambassador ‘to con- 
vey to the Emperor the President's pro- 
found appreciation of his generous initia- 
tive and powerful co-operation in 
matter of Chinese neutrality.”’ 

It is now possible to state that the rea- 
son Germany's initiative was kept secret 
was because of the German Emperor's 
belief that the suggestion about Chinese 
neutrality would be the more certain of 
success if emanating from Washington, 
particularly in view of Secretary Hay's 
previous activities in the same direction 
after the Boxer troubles of 1900. 

Accordingly his suggestion was con- 
veyed to the President through the Ger- 
man Ambassador here. Secretary Hay 
returned at once from the South, and 
after a conference with the President 
and the German Ambassador undertook 
the far-reaching diplomatic move to 
which is due the fact that China's neu- 
trality has thus far been for the most 
Part respected by Russia and Japan.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—The

from extinction. Some years ago this fish | 
was very abundant in rivers along the}

ufacturers of caviar made from the roe} 
or eggs of the female sturgeon. 

The Fish Commission has established a 


hatchery on Winyah Bay at the mouth of} 
the Pedee River, near Georgetown, North 
Carolina, where the fish will be artifici-| 
ally hatched.

“I mean,” said Senator Grady, ‘“ that 
ex-Mayor James K. McGuire of Syracuse 
has been in Albany representing the Bar- 
ber Asphalt Company for the purpose of 
preventing consideration of this bill by 
the Senate.”’

SAY POLICE WERE DRINKING. 


Practiced Shooting, Too, While 
Strike Duty, Gannon’s Witnesses 
Testify. 


The trial of Policeman Michael Gannon 
of the West One Hundred and Fifty-sec- 
ond Street Station, who is charged with | 
six separate infractions of the Police De- 
partment rules, was finished before Dep- 
uty Commissioner Lindsley at Police 
Headquarters yesterday and decision was 
reserved.

Wit- 
nesses said that they saw Roundsman 
Powers punch the contractor in the face 
and break his nose, finally taking him to 
the station house. Gannon learned that 
his brother had been assaulted, and one 
of the charges is that he entered a saloon 
to telephone Headquarters. 

Inspector Cross testified that there was 
no shooting on the day in question. Sev- 
eral Sergeants corroborated him, but half 
a dozen witnesses for the defense said 
that they saw many policemen practicing 
with their revolvers.

Therefore, there would 
be no injustice in taking by taxation, for 
(the use of all, what is in effect produced 
by all; while, on the contrary, not to tax 
land values is to allow the class we call 
land owners to enjoy exclusively that pub- 
licly made value. 
To tax mortgages is in effect to tax 
houses, which will check all manner of 
building operations.

Nor would such a tax in- 
rease the price of land. On the contrary, 
it would lessen its price; because, falling

used as well as used land—it would dis- 
courage land speculation.

Dr. Waldstein Finds Italian Oppo- | 
sition Insuperable. 


. BREACH OF FAITH ALLEGED

In, | 
a letter to The Times, behind the careful | 
wording of which Prof. Waldstein’s dis-., 
gust with the “national” spirit in Italy, | 
which has put an end to his hopes, is dis- 
cernible, he announces that he does not 
feel justified in going on with the work, 
and that for the present he must ask 


those who have so generously supported | 


him to suspend their activity. 


There seems no mystery about what has! 
At“ the start Dr. Waldstein | 


happened. 
succeeded in impressing the Italian au- 
thorities with the immense possibilities 


‘of the scheme, and obtained their cordial | 


,» assent to it—not verbal only, but written, 
On the strength of this he devoted a large 
amount of time and put himself to a great 
deal of expense in visiting various coun- 
tries, including the United States, in order 
to induce the heads of States to co-operate 
in the formation of national committees. 

‘Everywhere his plan was eagerly dis- 
cussed and supported. King Edward, 
President Roosevelt, President Loubet, 
Emperor William, and other rulers ail 
indorsed the scheme and promised their 
hearty support. At the White House in 
Washington President Roosevelt and 
members of the Cabinet were present at a 
lecture on the scheme by Prof. Wald-' 
stein, and in New York J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan was so much interested in the plan 
that he lent his house for the delivery of 
another jecture. A number of other 
wealthy Americans promised to aid the 
excavation. : 

But in the meantime, many Italian 
mewspapers, seeing a chance to attac\! 
the Government, began a bitter attack 
on the plan. . The majesty of Italy, ac- 
cording to their statements, was insulted; 
aliens were to be allowed to make ex- 
cavations on Italian soil, just as though 


2 Italy were some fourth-rate country like 


Turkey or China; there was to be a 
new invasion of the Goths and Vandals; 
, the treasures lying beneath the surface 
at Herculaneum were to be carried away 
to London and Paris and New York. 
Inthe face of this outbreak of indigna- 
Lion the Italian -Government threw Prof. 
Waldstein and his scheme overboard. The 


} letter which Signor Orlando, Minister’ of 


Public Instruction, had written to the 
professor, promising the support of the 


_ Italian Government for the scheme, was 


explained away. 

Dr. Waldstein says in his letter: 

“The changes in the Italian Govern- 
ment include the resignation of Signor 
Orlando. I do not know what view the 
present Government will take as regards 
the engagements made by their predeces- 
sors. These engagements are beyond all 
doubt. 

“Now, I can well understand how 
_®Bignor Orlando’s memory may have failed 
him in the stress of business in which 


-Ehave known him to have lived; how 


he negiected to do his share (not mine) 
after we had come to an agreement about 
the main plan last April, and to prepare 
his Italian colleagues on the commission 
and public opinion in Italy; how, after 
the misguided press campaign had put 
archaeologists and. journalists against 
the project, he should, as a national 
politician, have hesitated—though a time- 
ly clearness and firmness of attitude 
would have avoided such misguidance. 1 
ean also believe that, through lapse of 
memory or through miscarriage of the 
post, he should have forgotten or not 
have received the letter I sent him last 
Summer, apprising him of my success 
_in France and my intentions elsewhere. 
“I can, moreover, prove that, through 
_ official sources, I was in communication 
_ with the Italian Government last Autumn, 
and. received nothing but news of en- 
couraging support for what I was doing. 
I am, therefore, emphatically not writing 
in a spirit of recrimination when I now 
‘insist upon correcting the misconstruc- 


ons which may arise out of Signor Or- 
ando's statement in the Italian Chamber. 

**l owe this to myself; but, above all, 

- to, those people of representative import- 
ance all over the world whom I succeed- 
ed in interesting in the scheme, who gen- 
erously gave me their active support, in 
the full faith that I was acting with the 
proper authority. 

“Last April I secured all that could pos- 
sibly be required from the Italian Gov- 
ernment to guarantee its consent to my 
action in bringing about the international 
excavation of Herculaneum. I would ask 

ybhody, of whatever nationality, whether 
it is not enough to secure the consent of 

‘the Monarch and Prime Minister of a 
country conditionally upon the consent 

: of the Minister immediately concerned in 


the project—which latter I secured abso- | 


lutely. This verbal consent was then 
confirmed by a letter summarizing the 
main drift of our conversation and sent 
to me by the Minister on the same day. 
It' is not customary to ask Cabinet Min- 
isters for a letter confirming a previous 
conversation unless a definite business 
agreement is implied. 

‘Now Signor Orlando made it appear 
in his speech as if we might have met 
and been introduced at a casual social 


meeting: that he looked upon my scheme! 


With benevoient academic interest: that 
he believed my object merely was to 
found an honorary committee of ‘ poten- 
tates ° who were to do—what? Apparently 
they were to enjoin upon the Italian 
Government and people to do their own 
business. 

** Does Signor Orlando really believe that 
any of the potentates would consent to 
such an action?
